Witho ut Lo ss o f Life 
o r Injury . 


BUILDING WAS BUILT 
NEARLY 9 2 YEARS AGO 


Wetumpka, Ala., J an. 24 (A.P.) 
—While fire co nsumed the 9 2 - 
y ear-o ld main building and left 
wing o f the institutio n, 2 35 wo ­ 
men and 32 7 men priso ners 
marched rapidly fro m the state 
priso n here early to day witho ut 
lo ss o f life o r injury . 
The flames were disco v ered at 
midnight o n the third flo o r o f 
the main building, ho using a 
garment facto ry , and had gain­ 
ed headway befo re the Wetump­ 
ka and Mo ntgo mery fire depart­ 
ments co uld get sufficient water 
pressure to fight the blaze. 
When the alarm was so unded 
in the priso n, the fire was in the 
main 
building. 
All priso ners 
were aro used and directed into 
the y ard, where they huddled 
under guard, while the flames 
ro ared thro ugh the o ld building. 
The no rth wing ho using the 
wo men’s cell blo cks and the 
main building bo th burned, but 
after mo re than two ho urs, the 
flames were checked and the 
so uth wing in which y o uthful 
male priso ners were co nfined 
was sav ed. 
Deputy Warden Frank Bo swell 
and all ex tra guards fro m Kilby 
priso n at Mo ntgo mery , 2 0 miles 
distant, came here to aid in 
keeping the priso ners under co n­ 
tro l, but ex cept fo r a few hy s­ 
terical shrieks fro m wo men pris­ 
o ners, the co nv icts were o rderly . 
A few o f the priso ners were sent 
to the tuberculo sis camp o f the 
state priso n sy stem, abo ut 4 00 
y ards away but the majo rity 
were kept under guard o n the 
back side o f the priso n, pending 
transfer to o ther state peniten­ 
tiaries.

On all of the 34 remain in g 
cou n ts allegin g Miss DeBoe stole 
from the ban k accou n t of the 
actress the ju ry retu rn ed an ac­ 
qu ittal. 
As the v erdict was read Miss 
DeBoe stared blan kly . “Oh, my 
God,” she cried. 
Tears rolled 
down her cheeks. Her head san k 
on the table. 
“It’s n ot so bad, Daisy , they 
recommen ded clemen cy ,” a n ear­ 
by frien d whispered. 
“Bu t I’m n ot gu ilty ,” 
she 
pleaded. “If they were goin g to 
make me gu ilty of on e cou n t I 
was gu ilty of all. 
How cou ld 
they do it?” 
Her v oice cried in a sob. She 
started from the chair hy steri­ 
cally an d frien ds carried her 
in to an an te-room. 
They walked with her down a 
hall, tu rn ed in to a room an d be­ 
fore they realized where they 
were fou n d themselv es in the 
room where the ju ry reached the 
v erdict. 
Miss DeBoe collapsed 
an d half an hou r later she was 
led off to a cell to await sen ­ 
ten ce n ex t Mon day . 
She had 
been at liberty on $1.000 bail 
which the cou rt cou ld n ot con ­ 
tin u e u n der the law u n til sen ­ 
ten ce is passed.

Pu shed forward by the su gges­ 
tion s of the Wickersham report, 
the qu estion of possible gov ern ­ 
men t action with the sales of 
grape con cen trates which are 
easily con v erted in to win e, again 
today was before gov ern men t of­ 
ficials.

• Why it shou ld be pen al to 
make win e commercially for u se 
in homes an d n ot pen al to make 
in hu ge qu an tities the material 
for win e makin g an d set u p an 
elaborate sellin g campaign for 
disposin g of them,” the report 
asserted, “is n ot easily appar­ 
en t.” 
Nev ertheless, there appeared 
little possibility today of imme­ 
diate, con certed federal action in 
this directon . Both prohibition 
chiefs an d Attorn ey Gen eral 
Mitchell main tain ed the strict 
silen ce in con n ection with grape 
con cen trate matters that has

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THE DISEASE OF RADIO 
In the Outlo o k fo r Jan. 21 there was an ex­ 
tremely timely and interesting q uo tatio n o f so me 
remarks made abo ut American radio p ro grams by 
Dr. Lee de Fo rest, retiring p resident o f the Insti­ 
tute o f Radio Engineers. 
W hat Dr. de Fo rest 
had to say was so ap t and to the p o int that 
ev ery radio listener will ho p e it is taken to heart 
in the p ro p er q uarters. 
Briefly, Dr. de Fo rest co mp lains th at radio is 
suffering fro m a disease which, if no t checked, 
will ultimately destro y bo th its usefulness and its 
p ro sp erity. The disease is o ne with which ev ery 
radio listener is all to o familiar, and it co nsists 
simp ly o f a co nstantly increasing amo unt o f time 
dev o ted 
to 
blatant, 
undisguised 
adv ertising 
p uffs. 
Thus, a citizen sits in his easy chair and turns 
o n his radio . He gets an enjo yable p ro g ram - 
jazz music, a v o cal so lo , semi-classical music by 
a go o d o rchestra—and then, just as he is begin­ 
ning to enjo y it, the music ceases and so me 
mealy-v o iced anno uncer sp ends fiv e minutes ex­ 
p atiating up o n the merits o f this, th at o r the 
o ther co mmercial p ro duct. 
In desp air, the lis­ 
tener shifts to ano ther statio n—and, in a few 
minutes, runs into ano ther weariso me p anegyric 
abo ut 
fire 
extinguishers, 
lemo n 
sq ueezers, 
freckle-remo v ers o r p o p ular magazines. The re­ 
sult is th at he shuts his radio o ff entirely, dis­ 
gusted. 
• The listening p ublic,” says Dr de Fo rest, “is 
beco ming mo re critical o f p ro gram q uality and 
mo re lukewarm to what is being o ffered them ... 
Yet bro adcasters are greedily selling mo re and 
mo re time fo r imp udent and undisguised sales 
talk. This situatio n can go o n until so few listen­ 


ers remain th at the adv ertisers find their mo ney 
unp ro fitably sp ent.” 
There is a lo t o f so und sense in that. Ev ery 
m o nth the radio audience gets a little less enter­ 
tainm ent and a little mo re sales talk. 
If this 
tendency is no t checked, the number o f radio 
listeners is go ing to dwindle mightily in the next 
year o r so . 
It is to be ho p ed th a t the radio leaders wil 
take heed o f this warning. Radio p ro v ides a fine 
amusement, 
and 
handled 
with 
intelligence 
sho uld p ro v ide a go o d adv ertising medium. Bu 
effo rts o f so me bro adcasters to encro ach 
the 
mo re and mo re o n entertainm ent features with 
tireso me adv ertising talks lo o k v ery much like 
the o ld stunt o f killing the go o se th at laid the 
go lden eggs.

Wiliam H. Engish was a p ro m­ 
inent war demo crat, a class dis­ 
tinguished fro m ano ther wing o f 
th at p arty kno wn as “Peace” 
demo crats, and malicio usly called 
-rebels” and “co p p erheads" by 
rep ublicans. The term -co p p er- 
l>ead” came fro m a badge made 
o f the o ld co p p er cent, o n o ne 
side o f which was the wo rd -lib­ 
erty” and was wo rn by members 
o f the -So ns o f liberty,” a secret 
o rganizatio n o p p o sed to the draft 
law which drafted men fit fo r 
military duty into serv ice—will­ 
ing o r unwilling—but gav e 
right o f exemp tio n, by p aying a 
sum with which to buy a substi­ 
tute 
The name 
“So ns o f Liberty,” 
ho wev er, harked back to the Rev ­

anywhere in rebellio n against

THE DISEASE OF RADIO 


In the Outlook for Jan. 21 there was an ex- 


tremely timely and interesting quotation of some 
remarks made about American radio programs by 
Dr Lee de Forest, retiring president of the Insti- 
tute of Radio Engineers. What Dr. de Forest 
•had to say was so apt and to the point that 
every radio listener will hope it is taken to heart 
in the proper quarters. 


Briefly, .Dr. de Forest complains that radio is 


suffering from a disease which, if not checked, 
Will ultimately destroy both its usefulness and its 
prosperity. The disease is one with which every 
radio listener is all too familiar, and it consists 
simply of a constantly increasing amount of time 
devoted to blatant, undisguised 
advertising 


puffs. 


Thus, a citizen sits in his easy chair and turns 


on his radio. He gets an enjoyable program- 
jazz music, a vocal solo, semi-classical music by 
a good orchestra—and then, just as he is begin- 
ning to enjoy it, the music ceases and some 
mealy-voiced announcer spends five minutes ex- 
patiating upon the merits of this, that or the 
other commercial product. In despair, the lis- 
tener shifts to another station—and, in a few 
minutes, runs into another wearisome panegyric 
about 
fire 
extinguishers, 
lemon squeezers, 


freckle-removers or popular magazines. The re- 
sult is that he shuts his radio off entirely, dis- 
gusted. 


••The listening public," says Dr de Forest, "is 


becoming more critical of program quality and 
more lukewarm to what is being offered them... 
Yet broadcasters are greedily selling more and 
more time for impudent and undisguised sales 
talk. This situation can go on until so few listen- 


ers remain that the advertisers find their money 
unprofltably spent." 


There is a lot of sound sense in that. Every 


month the radio audience gets a-little less'enter- 
tainment and a little more sales talk. If this 
tendency is not checked, the number of radio 
listeners is going to dwindle mightily to the next 
year or so 


It is to be hoped that the radio leaders will 


lake heed of this warning. Radio provides a fine 
amusement, and handled 
with 
intelligence 


should provide a good advertising medium. But 
the efforts of some broadcasters to encroach 
more and more on entertainment features with 
tiresome advertising talks look very much like 
the old stunt of killing the goose that laid the 
golden eggs.

The state 


brought the democratic party in- 
to power, to the rockribbed Union 
state of New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Il- 
linois and Iowa. That the agita- 
tion of the slavery question had 
produced this change, was com- 
monly accepted, nor was that 
problem injected into the war, 
until the 
rabid abolistionists 


sought to make it an issue. That 
it was unwise and fanatical, ad- 
mits of little argument. 


Let that be as it will, it caused 


Gov.. Morton much worry, when 
the legislature of 1863, refused to 
vote an appropriation to enable 
the governor to keep up the ex- 
penses incident to the war. In 
that dark hour Morton turned 
to his friends and had as little 
hesitancy to appealing to patri- 
otic democrats for financial as- 
sistance,- as he had in asking 
their help to a vigorous prose- 
cution of the war. 


Wiliam H. Engish was. a prom-
